A curious st ry.comea to hand from the 
Hoyuon district in Kwargean .Prorinco, 
which illustrated the unhappy consequences 

“that may result from tho present unsatisfac- 
tory state of exchangé, even in the intorior 
itself, In this district thoro is a large alt 
Dusinéss, and the officials whomanage it have 
Jately. beon demanding 6 higher premium 
on subsidiary coinsthan the people were 


“Salling &@ pay: In thie district also.there is 


a great trade done in the usual salted foods 
which the Chineso lovoao well. When the

on aubsidiary coins, when sottling for their 
salt the merchants decided that they woutd 
buy np more salt from this particular 
place. This led ts angry-recriminations, 
and at last things grow sp threatening, 
that blows were inevitable, and «9 Doth 
parties went (o-war.— ‘Eu. seoms--thab-in-} 
the fret fight the shopkeepers were 
the more powerful, and thrashed the other 
side. The latter being now doubly incon- 

- sed, went'to the captain of the guardboat
